If you inquire skeptically why it is 
that the experts employed by the big 
museums have not discovered the 
frauds, he says that his mummies can- 
not be detected without being cut into.

“A while ago,” Says Fisher, “a prom- 
inent Boston man bought an Egyptian 
mummy of a dealer for a good price 
and added it to his collection of an- 
tiquities.

His friends used to josh him about it 
until he got so angry he defied them 
to make any test they liked. One of 
them—a doctor-—-suggested amputating 
a limb. The Boston man assented and 
they sawed into my excelsior. In the 
mummy's foot they found my business 
card.” 


“Here,” he says. affectionately siap- 
ping a brown, grewsomely natural- 
looking body covered with a gossamer 
of mould. “Here ie a green body. she's 
just died, when the glue begins to 
draw, the princess will grow old a hun- 
dred years an hour.” 
Fisher's prices vary according to the 
credulity of the purchaser. An experi- 
enced man who wants one to exhibit 
with a traveling show only has to pay 
about $25.

Fisher says they cost him about 258 
centa to make.

Rev. Dr. Hugh K. Walker, for 
many years the pastor of Mr. Nicholls, 
will conduct the services at the hall. 
The interment will be at 

Cemetery. 

Andrew Nicholis was born in Gene- 
see, N. V., in 1833, and was of Scotch 
parentage. When he was a child his 
parents removed with him to 
and there he received his 
For several years he conducted a dry 
goods business at Cobourg, Ont., and 
in other towns of that section. 

In 1858 he came to California, by way 
of the Isthmus of Panama, and went 
to San Francisco. He soon struck out 
for Butte county, and for four years 
was engaged. in mining. In 1862 he 
went to Nevada Territory, and located 
at Carson City, and a year later he re- 
moved to the new silver mining camp 
of Austin, where he engaged in the 
hardware and lumber business, in con- 
nection with various mining enter- 
prises. ° 

He continued in business at Austin 
until 1866, when he was appointed a 
United States internal revenue officer 
for the county of Landers, Nev., and 
he held that place until 1871. 

During the years of 1875-77 he was a 
member of the Nevada Legislature, 
and after serving two terms was elect- 
ed State Senator. He held various offi- 


March 1863, Andrew Nicholls 
and Miss E. Wells were married in 
San Francisco. Mrs. Nicholls is living. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nicholls came to Los 
Angeles in 1886, and built the home 
at No. 909 South Olive street, which 
they occupied for twenty years. Mr. 
Nicholis entered the lumber business 
in this city, being the manager of the 
Western Lumber Company. Later this 
concern was merged, with Nofziger 
Bros." Lumhber Company, into the 
Consolidated Lumber Company. 

Only the first of the month did Nich- 
olis dispose of his interests in this con- 
cern. Within two weeks from the time 


So- ot his retirement from active business 


he was stricken by death. 
Andrew Nicholls was a thirty-second 
Mason; he had served as mas- 
ter in Austin, and had filled the post- 
tion of grand master of Nevada. 

In litics he was always an ardent 
Republican, and worked enthusiastica)- 
ly for the success of his party. His 
church affiliations were with the Pres- 
byterian body. During his residence 
in Nevada he was always active in the 
pioneer church work there, and upon 
coming to Los Angeles both Mr. and 
Mrs. Nicholls became members of Im- 
manuel Presbyterian Church. He was 
a man of great benevolence, and never 
turned an applicant for charity away 
empty-handed. 

Mr. Nicholls leaves a brother, Robert 
Nicholls, who resides at Port Hope, 
Ont., and a sister, Mrs. M. A. English, 
at Keene, Ont.
